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THE CULTURE OF WATER LILIES 


Please Read Carefully 


We are always happy to give any advice possible re- 
garding the culture of Water lilies and should any problem 
orise which is not dealt with on this page we hope you will 
feel free to consult us; however, before writing please read 
this carefully, as we have tried to cover all of the problems 
involved in Water lily culture as we know them. 


Our ideal location helps us to answer many questions. 
We are 2100 ft. high. It frosts here. We have ice on our 
pools many mornings each winter. For this reason our lilies 
are conditioned for winter weather also. In the summer we 
have hot weather and can see how the lilies act in very 
hot climates. We leave our Tropical Lilies in our pools over 
the winter. They are bigger dnd better the second year. 


The following are the questions we are called upon to 
answer very often. 


SHOULD LILIES BE PLANTED IN SOIL? 


* Most emphatically yes. Water lilies have to have soil 


and it must be rich. You may use one-fourth well rotted 
dairy fertilizer and three-fourths good loom. For best results 
use our VAN NESS WATER LILY FERTILIZER. Steer causes 
Algae. 


HOW MUCH SOIL SHOULD EACH LILY HAVE? 


At least one bushel of soil for each lily of medium size. 
Dwarf lilies will do with less. 


HOW DEEP SHOULD THE WATER BE? 


The ideal depth of water over the crown of the plant is 
from 8 to 10 inches, although they will give fairly good re- 
-sults in water from 6 to 15 inches in depth. 


SHOULD LILIES BE PLANTED IN BOXES? 


They may be planted either in boxes or on bottom of 
pool, but pool is easier kept clean if boxes are used. Place 
fertilizer in lower half of soil, fill box with garden soil and 
cover with 1 inch of coarse sand. If pool is deep the boxes 
should be raised to within 8 or 10 inches of the surface. 
Boxes should be 2x2 ft. square and | ft. deep for best re- 
sults. Line boxes with newspapers to keep the dirt from 
sifting out. DO NOT USE REDWOOD. It discolors water. 


DO LILIES LIKE SHADE? 


They do not. They will not bloom unless they have full 
sun for at least half the day, preferably morning sun. Such 


lilies as Comanche Gloriosa Chromatella do fairly well in 
partial shade. Water Lettuce, Hyacinth, Water Hawthorne 
and the Taros are satisfactory in shady pools, but to try 
anything else is money wasied. 


CAN WATER LILIES BE GROWN IN TUBS? 


Yes, the small and medium sized lilies do well in tubs, 
but the larger varieties will do better in a concrete pool. 


SHOULD LILIES HAVE RUNNING WATER? 


No, running water is always too cold for lilies. They 
like still, warm water which will not become stagnant so 
long as there is vegetation in the pool. 


HOW DO YOU KEEP MOSQUITOS FROM 
BREEDING IN POOL? 


If you have half a dozen of fish for each 6 ft. of pool 
they will very effectively keep out mosquito larvae. Do not 
have mosquito fish—have pretty fish. 


WHEN SHOULD POOLS BE CLEANED? 


Early in the spring, before the lilies begin to grow, all 
debris should be cleaned out of the pool. It is not neces- 
sary to drain the pool and remove the soil oftener than once 
in two years. All cleaning and replanting should be done 
in the spring or fish spawn will be lost. In mild climate 
clean pool every 4 or 5 years. 


WHAT PESTS ATTACK WATER PLANTS? 


Aphis is the only pest to contend with. This may be 
controlled by spraying with the hose, early in the morning, 
then the fish will eat them. Begin with the first signs of 
Aphis. VOLCK OIL SPRAY is the best that can be used after 
you have Aphis. It is safe—will not harm plants or fish. 


HOW SHOULD POOL BE TREATED TO KEEP 
WATER CLEAR? 


If you observe these few rules you will not have any 
trouble. 


You must have a well balanced pool with plenty of 
plant life and scavengers. 


Sample—6’ x 8’ Pool Suggestions: 


1. Only a drip of water, new water causes algae. Water 
will always be fresh and pure, never stagnant if you follow 
all of the hints listed here. 


2. Snails—24 of any kind. 


3. Fish—12 of any kind. Goldfish are very pretty and 
just as effective as mosquito fish. Mosquito fish eat the 
eggs of goldfish. 


4. Oxygenating Grasses—2 to 5 bunches. 


5. Lilies—At least one hardy or tropical to each 8 
square feet. The lily pads cut off much of the direct sun 
ana do MORE THAN ANYTHING ELSE to eliminate algae 
and discoloration. 5 lilies for this sample pool. 


6. Fertilizer—Steer fertilizer is good, but causes algae. 
Our special fertilizer is excellent. 


7. Boxes—Any wood but redwood. Tubs are fine, es- 
pecially for Lotus. 


HELP FOR LEAKS AND CRACKS 


For cracks in pool, dry pool thoroughly and patch with 
one-fourth inch of Asbestos roof cement over a crack. For a 
pool that just leaks generally all over, make a mixture of 
pure plastic cement and water to the consistency of paint. 
Paint pool with this mixture or paint with our water-proof 
paint listed on Page 3

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The Culture Of Water Lilies (continued) 


WHEN SHOULD WATER LILIES BE PLANTED? 


Hardy Lilies—In generally frost-free areas plant Febru- 
ary through October. In climates subject to freezing weather 
about April 1 is a safe date; they may be planted up until 
August with good results. 

Tropical Lilies—Set out only after minimum temperature 
of 70° can be depended upon. Earlier planting leads only 
to disappointment. 


HOW SHOULD WATER LILIES BE PLANTED? 


Hardy lilies should be planted horizontally, with the 
crown well out of the soil. Tropical lilies should be planted 
upright and at the same depth as before being shipped as 
growing plants. When receiving water plants do not allow 
them to become-dry before planting; place in tub of water 
or cover with a wet sack. 


HOW SHOULD WATER LILIES BE WINTERED OVER? 


Hardy lilies may safely be wintered over in the pool if 
the roots do not freeze. In extremely cold climates cover 
with boards and give an extra covering of straw. Should 
it be advisable to lift the lilies before cold weather arrives 
they may be stored in a cool cellar. Be careful that they do 
not dry out or dry rot will attack them and they will be lost. 


HOW DO YOU WINTER TROPICALS OR STAR LILIES? 


In mild climates they may be left in the pool all winter. 
We do not guarantee them to live over, but almost without 
exception they do in Southern California and mild areas. 
In May get in and see that the bulb is one-half inch under 
the soil and crown (rough) side up up. The bulb may be 
deep in the box. In cold climates take the bulb out after the 
lily has gone dormant. Store in a can of moist sand in 
FROST FREE cellar or garage until May. Plant. Tropicals 
have so many blooms and are so beautiful they are worth 
this little extra work. Night bloomers will not live over 
anywhere. They must be harvested and stored. 


IT'S EASY TO BUILD YOUR OWN

LOCATION. The pool should be exposed. to full sun. 
Lilies cannot be expected to bloom unless the sun shines 
into the heart of them at least part of the day. 


We suggest that you make your pool as large as your 
space will permit, as there are so many water plants you 
will want. Ideal depth 16” to 24”. 


An informal pool is much easier and less expensive to 
build than a formal one, as it can be built without forms. 
For an informal pool, after deciding on size and shape, dig 
out soil to depth of 2 feet and level off. Shave side walls as 
near prependicular as possible, as walls which slope are 
that much wasted space in your pool, and gather Algae 
making pool unsightly. Tamp walls and floor and reinforce 
with heavy fencing wire, covering walls and floor.

HOW AND WHEN SHOULD 
LOTUS BE PLANTED? 


These plants are hardy and 
may be grown anywhere in 
the U.S., blooming better the 
second year than the first. The 
bulbs look like a peeled ba- 
nana, the crown is at the long 
end of the bulb. The crown 
should be placed up, with the 
bulb placed _ horizontally. 
Great care should be taken 
not to break the crown off, as 
that renders the bulb worth- 
less. Cover with 2 inches of 
soil, leaving growing point 
just out of the soil. Cover witn 
6 inches of water until growth 
begins. While Lotus is hardy 
it should not be planted too * 
early as growth should begin | 
at once after planting or bulb 
is apt to decay. Shipped May »« 
Ist to June 15th only.

desired. Allow about 6 inches space for wall and build 
inside form. The walls should be reinforced, and after it 
is poured, allow it to harden until the next day. Remove 
forms and pour bottom of the pool. Finish as directed be- 
low. 


Cement. The proper mixture of cement is one shovel of 
cement to five of sand. In cold climates, the concrete should 
be 6 inches thick; in mild climates 3 inches is ample. 


Fill pool and let stand for one day. Drain. Fill pool 
again. Add I quart of strong vinegar to each 100 gallons 
of water to neutralize the alkaline so pool will be safe for 
fish. Drain again. Fill. Pool is now ready to plant. 


To Waterproof; Mix pure waterproof cement and water 
to consistency of paint and paint the pool.

Saw barrels in two or buy ordinary galvanized wash tubs and apply a heavy coat of Asphal- 
tum paint inside and out to preserve the metal or wood. Sink tub or barrels in soil and pile rock 


around them to hide the barrels.

sibilities of this type of Water Garden. This one was worked out with a Rock Garden. The follow- 
ing plants will complete the picture: Lemon Day Lily, Fountain Grass, and any of the poolside 


plants.

These plants are hardy and may be grown almost any- 
where in the U. S., blooming better the second year than the 
first. The bulbs look like a peeled banana, the crown is at 
the long end of the bulb. The crown should be placed up, 
with the bulb placed horizontally. Great care should be 
taken not to break the crown off, as that renders the bulb 
worthless. Cover with 2 inches of soil, leaving growing point 
just out of the soil. Cover with 6 inches of water until growth 
begins, when the depth may be increased ‘if necessary. 
While Lotus is hardy it should not be planted too early as 
growth should begin at once after planting or bulb is apt to 
decay. We have a method of holding bulbs so they may be 
planted as late as June 15. 


Planting time May Ist to June 15th. 


SUGGESTION: To the Amateur we do not recommend Lotus 
as their season is so short‘and they have only a very few 
blooms. They are also very hard io start.
